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EDITORIAL. 

The Gospel Messenger, since its first establishment, has always been 
under the immediate control and direction of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
except during the short intervals when it has pleased God to leave this 
portion of His Church without its visible head. This is as it should 
be ; for itis in accordance with that evangelical rule, which bids every 
man ‘ study to be quiet, and to do his own business."* No man, as a 
general rule, is permitted to leave his appointed sphere of duty, and to 
intrude upon that of another. It is imperative, we know, upon every 
one who has heard and received the blessed truths of the Gospel, to 
make them known to others; for it is the command of Christ, “ Let 
him that heareth say, come.”+ But then it must be to those to whom 
he has authority to speak. The Layman is the religious instructor of 
his own family; the Pastor, of his own flock; the Bishop, of his own 
Diocese: each moving in his own orbit, and none transcending his 
appointed bounds. That this isthe true theory of the Church, will be 
denied by no one who has the slightest pretension to sound Church- 
manship; and we shall therefore consider it as an acknowledged truth. 

Now, a periodical such as ours, seeking its readers in every portion 
of the Diocese, necessarily professes to be the instructor of all to whom 
it comes—an instructor in the most important of all truths; those 
which pertain to the well-ordering of the soul, andthe promotion of 
its eternal interests. If, therefore, it be the mouthpiece of the Bishop, 
it is a proper instrument for the promulgation of religious truth : if not; 
then, however sound and evangelical its teachings, the publication and 
diffusion of it throughout a Diocese, where there is a Bishop, can be 
justified only upon the Jesuit’s principle, ‘to do evil, that good may 
come:’? for we maintain that none but a Bishop is authorized to act as

the religious instructor of a whole Diocese. This, we are aware, is 
strong language ; and may be protested against by some of the edito- 
rial fraternity. But we have uttered what we believe—we might 
almost say, what we know—to be a sound and wholesome Church prin- 
ciple ; and shall leave it to make its own way in the minds of Church- 
men. Weshall enter into no controversy upon the subject. 

If, then, the position which we have assumed, be a sound one, it fol- 
lows, as a matter of course, that the present editorial arrangements 
must be merely temporary in their nature. We design that they shall 
be so. So soon as it shall please God to give us a Bishop, in the place 
of that beloved Father whom He has taken away from us, we propose 
to resign our trust into his hands, leaving it to him to take what order 
he may see fit in the premises. Our editorial labours will then have 
come to a close, 

It may be said, that, if our principle be correct, then the Gospel Mes- 
senger, edited by mere Presbyters and Laymen, is in an abnormal 
position. Granted. But a Diocese without a Bishop, is also in an 
abnormal position; and until it come back to its normal state, the ele- 
ments of which it is composed must, necessarily, be in some degree of 
confusion, Our publication, it is taken for granted, must be continued ; 
and the present arrangement was deemed the best which, under all 
, circumstances, could be made. The charge of it might have been 
offered to the Standing Committee, the now Ecclesiastical authority of 
the Diocese; but it was not doubted in what way such an offer would 
have been received by that body, and therefore it was not made. Should 
it, however, see fit to propose to take our journal under its direction, 
we will at once and gladly resign our charge. 

Tt only remains for us to declare the principles upon which we shall 
conduct the Gospel Messenger, during our brief administration. 

These shall be, as nearly as possible, identical with those of our pre- 
decessor. Using the language of the Bishops of British North Ame- 
rica, met in conference at Quebec in September and October last: 
“ We desire to express our entire and cordial agreement with the Arti- 
“ cles and Formularies of our Church, taken in their literal sense, and 
‘our earnest wish (as faras in us lies) faithfully to teach the doctrines 
“and to use the offices of our Church in the manner prescribed in the 
“said book. And we desire that all the Members of our Church — 
‘“ should accept the teaching of the Prayer Book, as, under the gul- 
“ dance of the Holy Spirit, their best help in the understanding of 
“Holy Scripture, and as the groundwork of the religious education of 
“ their children.” With parties, within or beyond the bounds of our 
own Diocese, we shall have nothing todo; andall party questions we 
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hope most thoroughly to eschew. We shall not call ourselves High 
Churchmen or Low Churchmen; and trust that nothing will ever tempt 
us to descend from the position which the Messenger has ever sought to 
occupy, into the arena of party strife. We are Churchmen—we think, 
sound Churchmen; and we mean, by God’s help, to follow what we © 
conceive to be the teachings of the Church. Our understanding of 
those teachings may sometimes come in conflict with party shibbo- 
leths ; but we shall, designedly, make no attack upon them, We 
mean to speak the truth; but, as far as possible, we shall separate it 
from all individualism. We expect, of course, to be occasionally 
found fault with ; but to this we are, in some degree, accustomed, and 
shall not be greatly troubled by it. Ifwe do not always “turn the 
other cheek,”’ we hope never to ‘ render railing for railing.” 

With the affairs of other Dioceses we shall not meddle, and of their 
internal dissensions we shall not even make a record. Of course, we 
shall never presume to sit in judgment upon our Bishops ; for if a min- 
istry of more than a quarter of a century has taught us no other lesson, 
it has taught us this, ‘‘ not to speak evil of dignities.” 

We now invite our brethren, both of the Clergy and Laity, to aid 
us by contributing to our pages. We will not promise to publish 
every thing that is submitted to us; but we shall keep no Procrustean 
bed to bring our contributors to our own standard of mere opinion. 
We shall be perfectly willing to have them differ from us, so that they 1. 
only keep within the bounds of the Church’s teaching, as defined in her * 
Articles and Formularies. 

In conclusion, it will be well to state the manner in which the Mes- 
senger has fallen under its present direction. Our senior and respon- 
sible Editor, upon whom the principal labour will devolve, was, by

our departed Father, associated with him, five years ago, in the man- 
agement of our Journal; and during his absences from the city, and 
especially during his last long and painful illness, it was left entirely to 
our control. His death found it under our management, and this ar- 
ranyement has naturally continued. The only change which has been 
made, has been the association with us of others, to whom, when occa 
sion calls for it, we may deem ourselves authorized to look for advice 
and aid.

SERMON ON THE DEATH OF MR. BENJAMIN F. TAYLOR, 
Preached in Trinity Church, Columbia, May 16, 1852, 
BY THE RECTOR.

Rev. vi. 16, 17.—“They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more ; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of the 
Throne shall feed them, and shall lead them unto living fountains of waters : and God 
shall wipe all tears from their eyes.” 


Brrore the revelation of the Gospel of Christ, the views of man- 
kind in relation to a future state were exceedingly obscure and imperfect, 
They were not without some perceptions of the reality of an existence 
beyond the grave, but these were only such as were derived from re- 
flection on the seeming injustice of various earthly allotments, or on 
the analogies which the natural world presented to their observation, 
When they saw vice often prosperous and virtue depressed, the wicked 
apparently triumphant and the good visited with suffering, they were 
led to look forward to another and more equal condition of things after 
death, where these evils would be rectified. Or, when casting their 
eyes over the face of nature, they beheld the light of day regularly 
succeeding the darkness of might—the arnual decay and revivification of 
vegetable life, and the singular mutations of certain portions of the an- 
imal creation, they gathered from these a feeble conviction of a renewal 
of their being hereafter, when its progress should be terminated here. 

It is true, indeed, that an explicit disclosure had been made by God, 
of the truth and certainty of animmortal world. Inspiration had taught 
that “the earth shall cast out the dead,” that ‘‘many that sleep in the dust 
of the earth shall awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt ;”’ that “thy dead men shall live, together with 
my dead body shall they arise ;”’ that ‘God will redeem my soul from 
the power of the grave and will swallow up death in victory.’ But these 
and other like revelations were vouchsafed to the Jews alone, who were 
chosen for special purposes in the economy of Divine Providence. Yet 
even by these, for the most part, with all the advantages they possessed, 
through such favored declarations from Heaven, of more certain infor- 
mation on the point, the fact was, by no means, clearly comprehended: 
while, as to the rest of mankind, the subject was involved in almost 
impenetrable mystery and gloom. Speculation in the mattter ended in 
mere speculation still, and naught existed (save, perhaps, with regard to 
the few more immediate servants of God) which could give relief to 
the heart, or hope to the soul on this most momentous and interesting 
of all themes. All was vague conjecture and deep perplexity, holding 
up tothe mind an object that stirred up its utmost yearnings, only to 
leave them unsatisfied by its indistinctness and obscurity. 

At length however, was every mist dispersed by the bright beams of 
the Sun of Righteousness. Doubt gave place to assurance, and dismal 
apprehension to cheering anticipation. Life and immortality were ne 
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longer concealed from view, but were brought openly and amply to 
light. The cross of Jesus, in the triumph it effected, was the consum- 
mation of the prediction, “‘O death I will be thy plagues,” and His resur- 
rection the fulfilment of the prophecy, ‘O grave I will be thy destruc- 
tion.” 
despoiled of every terror with which it had been previously invested, and 
the sting which sin had imparted to it, was to give way to joyous thanksgi- 
ving to God, “who hath made us more than conquerors” over its despotic 
power, “through Him that loved us.” No more were they to suffer in 
painful suspense as to the probability of their restoration from the do- 
minion of the tomb, for Christ had burst its cerements, and become the 
“first fruits of them that slept.”” And now isthe record traced as with 
the finger of the Almighty; and now has His voice proclaimed the solemn 
truth, that “as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” 

It is the clear development of this doctrine which gives to the Gos- 
pel its highest value. Indeed, we may say, it is that around which all 
the other truths of Christianity cluster, and from which they derive 
their chief importance. Even the great work of the atonement itself 
would lose its preciousness to our hearts, were it not for the connexion 
it bears to the teaching of a resurrection to that life from the dead for 
which it was designed to fit us. 

Wehave all, my brethren, doubtless, in our inmost souls, experienced 
the acutest agony while we have watched the expiring throes of some ob- 
ject of ourtenderest affection. But how sensibly has this agony (which else 
were intolerable) been softened and mitigated by the bright hopes that 
loomed forth from the dying couch, through the clear revelation of the 
Gospel, that this mortal shall put on immortality, and this corruption, 
incorruption! Let us but contrast the state of feeling with which, at 
such a moment, the full persuasion of this blessed truth inspired us, 
with that to which we should have been subject, were doubt and uncer- 
tainty to have lingered around our thoughts, lest our beloved one, whose 
life-blood was fast passing away from before us, should sink into utter 
annihilation, or if we could, at best, have indulged for him but the 
dreamy notion of Socrates, of the mere possibility of a life beyond the 
grave. And how, in this contrast, are our bosoms transported with joy 
at the sure expectation set before us in the sacred volume, of that 
coming hour, when all that repose in the dust shall hear the voice ot the 
Son of God and shall live—when His redeemed and faithful followers 
shall rise to “‘an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away.” 

But let us dwell somewhat more at large on the Scriptural evidence 
for this most consoling of all the doctrines of our holy religion: for it 
is from its unequivocal promulgation in the pages of heavenly inspira- 
hon, that all its sustaining power is derived. 

Turning, then, to that unfailing source of all truth, we need go no 
further for proof on the point, than to its Divine Author Himself; and 
may draw from His lips all we can require of decided enunciation of the 
sublime topic in question. We find Him, accordingly, declaring that 
“whosoever believeth in Me shall not perish, but shall have everlasting

Turning, then, to that unfailing source of all truth, we need go no 
further for proof on the point, than to its Divine Author Himself; and 
may draw from His lips all we can require of decided enunciation of the 
sublime topic in question. We find Him, accordingly, declaring that 
“whosoever believeth in Me shall not perish, but shall have everlasting 
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life ;” that “if a man keep My sayings, he shall never see death ;” that 
“they which shall be accounted worthy to obtain that world and the res- 
surrection from the dead, can die no more, for they are equal unto the 
angels, and are the children of God, being the children of the resurrec- 
tion ;” that “ all that are in their graves shall come forth, they that have 
done good, unto the resurrection of life, and they that have done evil 
unto the resurrection of damnation;” that ‘this is the Father’s wil] 
which sent Me, that of all which He hath given Me,I should lose nothing, 
but should raise it up at the last day ;” that “this is the will of Him that 
sent Me, that every one that seeth the Sonand believeth on Him, may 
have everlasting life ;”? that “I am the Resurrection and the Life: he 
that believeth on Me, though he were dead, yet shall he live.” 

Throughout the writings of His holy Apostles, dictated as they were 
by the unerring Spirit of God, the same lessons are taught in language 
which admits of no evasion. But to these we need not advert: for 
without them, as we have seen, we have abundant attestation to the 
fact from Him, under Whose authority they spoke, and Whose own res- 
surrection set the seal forever to the verity of that blessed re-suscitation 
from the dead, in the full assurance of which He has instructed and 
comforted the hearts of His believing children. 

Great is the mercy and goodness of our God, Who, while we were 
trembling under the curse of the Fall, has provided for us the means of 
escape from its condemning sentence, and through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus, has lifted our hopes to that glorious immortality, of 
which He hath given us confirmation in that He hath raised Him from 
the dead. “ The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to God, Which giveth us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” | 

We have thus shewn, my brethren, that though before the revelation 
of the Gospel, the notion of a future state was, to some extent, enter- 
tained, yet it was but a shadowy idea, having no other foundation torest 
upon than the influences and analogies of the moral and matural world. 
That, although to the Jewish nation the tongue and pen of Divine in- 
spiration had made communication on the subject, yet even among them 
as a people, no definite perceptions prevailed as to the reality of another 
existence. Andthat it was not, therefore, until the minds of men had be- 
come illuminated by the effulgent light of Christianity, that the darkness | 
and doubt which had encompassed the point were dispelled, and the 
certainty of immortality was made clear and strong as with a sunbeam. 

But cloudless and cheering as is now our confidence in this blessed 
truth, Revelation does not stop short with its mere disclosure. Not 
only does it make known to us the consolatory fact, but in the sublimest 
and most rapturous strains, depicts the felicities of those who shall de- 
part hence inthe Lord. Take, for instance, the words of our text; 
« They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more.” No more shall 
the pains of earthly wants distress them ; for an abundant fulness shall 
be their endless portion. No more shall terrestrial annoyances molest, 
nor worldly passions afflict them ; for ‘the sun shall never again light 
on them, nor any heat.’”’” No more shall they wander, weary and for- 
lorn without a guide, amidst the snares and dangers of this mortal wil- 
derness, nor trace their anxious way “in a barren and dry land where 
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no water is ;”’ for “the Lamb, Which is in the midst of the Throne, shall 
feed them and shall lead them unto living fountains of waters.’’ No 
more shallit be their lot to weep with anguish over blighted hopes, nor 
mourn the rupture of sacred and cherished ties ; for ‘‘ God shall wipe 
forever all tears from their eyes.” 

But we must not forget that it is not to all that this exalted bliss and 
these ineffable pleasures are promised. Though the trumpet of the 
Archangel shall reverberate through the universe, and awake to re- 
newed existence the slumbering dust of the myriads of rational intelli- 
sences that have peopled it, yet not to all will it be given to ‘‘enter into 
the joy of the Lord.” There are conditions annexed to this final par- 
ticipation of eternal glory, on the fulfilment of which on our part, 
Almighty Justice has made our endless happiness to depend. A living, 
active, operative faith in the atoning sacrifice of the Cross; a faith be- 
ginning in repentance, nourished by humility and sustained by depend- 
ance on the Holy Spirit, Who is at once its source and its support— 
these are the qualifications, without which none can be admitted with- 
in the portals of the celestial Jerusalem. The path to Heavenisa path 
purchased by the voluntary obedience unto death of the Son of God, 
and laid out, through its entire length, by His merits and mediation. 
And to those only is it accessible who are renewed by His erace, 
cleansed by His blood, and clothed “not in their own righteousness 
which is of the law, but in that which is through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by faith.” It is the straitand narrow 
way of contrition, self-denial and practical conformity to the Divine 
precepts; the only way of salvation provided by the mercy and secur- 
ed to us, through a meek and exclusive trust in the name of the 
Saviour. 

Are you, my brethren, striving to enter on this way—to tread this 
holy path ? for to this you are exhorted by your compassionate Re- 
deemer. And are you prayerfully and cautiously guarding against 
being borne with the multitude along that other road—for remember 
there is another—broad and of easy admission, requiring no exertion to 
pursue it, and presenting no obstacles to the full swing of every earthly 
passion, and the indulgence of every unhallowed propensity, but 
“whose way is the way to hell, going down to the chambers of eternal 
death ?”? Oh! then continue onin patience. With Jesus as your leader 
—the great cloud of the sainted dead as your witnesses, and the exam- 
ples, especially, of those pious friends who have gone before you, as 
your incitements to perseverance, you shall reach at last the full frui- 
tion of that blessedness, which “eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
hath it entered into the heart of man to conceive: the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love Him.” 

Infinitely dear to us at all times must a religion be which abounds in 
such hopes and promises as we have delineated. But never can its 
preciousness be more sensibly and gratefully realized, than when we 
are called to surrender to the tomb some devout object of our affections, 
with whom our very souls seemed to have been identified, and to whom 
We were linked in bonds of intensest love. Then as our bosoms are 
anguished by the stroke which rends in sunder the very strings of our 
hearts and separates the beloved one forever from our mortal vision, there 
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comes a voice from Heaven, lulling into peace our troubled thoughts 
with the reviving and tranquillizing assurance that “blessed are the dead 
who die in the Lord, even so, saith the Spirit, for they rest from their 
labors”’—-that to sorrow as those without hope must not be ours, for “if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them, also, which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him, and so shall they ever be with 
the Lord.” 

This train of reflection, my brethren, on the views our holy religion 
affords us of a blissful immortality beyond the grave, has been suggest- 
ed by the mournful Providence which, during the past week, has with- 
drawn from our midst an exemplary member of this congregation. 
Though the Pulpit may not be generally adapted to the language of 
eulogy, yet there are, occasionally, cases of especial worth, the notice 
of which is fitted to produce a salutary impression on the minds of 
those among whom we minister. Such an instance is, now, presented 
to us in the character of the late lamented BENJAMIN FRANKLIN Tay- 
Lor. It may not be, therefore, a less profitable than it will bea grateful 
exercise, to consider briefly some circumstances of his life, and to refer 
to those characteristics which imparted value to that life and caused 
unfeigned regret to our hearts at its extinction in the tomb. 

It will be admitted, I am sure, by all who hear me, that death has 
never removed any one from this community who was more univer- 
sally esteemed than was our departed friend. Descended from him 
who has been justly styled the Patriarch of our town (as being honor- 
ably identified with its earlier history) Mr. Taylor, in his conduct 
through life, always illustrated the virtues and sustained the fair name 
of his venerable Sire. 

After completing his education in this the place of his nativity,he . 
engaged inthe occupation of planting, which he assiduously and suc- 
eessfully prosecuted to the end of his days. To this pursuit he brought 
a fine understanding, a good judgment, an untiring industry, and what 
may be regarded as the crowning excellence of the Planter, a humane 
consideration for the comfort and kind treatment of his slaves. 

By his persevering attention to the duties of his calling—his judicious 
observation and his zeal in the acquisition of the knowledge pertaining 
to his profescion, he not only greatly enhanced his own stock of agri- 
cultural information, but contributed his due share to the improvement 
and perfection of this important source of Southern prosperity. __ 

On every individual there are imposed duties of relative obligation, 
either public or private, on his faithful or unfaithful discharge of which, 
depends the estimate to be attached to his life, or the void occasioned by 
his death. It is in respect, therefore, to the fidelity with which Mr. 
Taylor fulfilled these several obligations, that the true measure of cala- 
mity inflicted by his removal is to be judged of. Sg ee 

In his relation to the human family, he showed himself not indiffer- 
ent to its best interests, and affected with kindly wishes towards all its 
members. Though it fell not to his lot to bear any prominent part in 
the intellectual, political or literary world, he yet stood in a gh post 
tion before those of his fellow men, especially, among whom he move 
in daily intercourse and association. | 

Extraordinary gifts of mind, or exalted stations are dispensed com- 
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paratively to few ; and though they justly elicit admiration, yet they do 
not always impress upon Society that tone of moral elevation which is 
communicated by the quiet and unobtrusive exercise of the virtues of 
its less distinguished, but not less valuable members. The most splen- 
did endowments are but transitory possessions, which must cease with 
the termination of the short span of human existence. but the kindly 
affections of our nature will, probably, be among the “works that fol- 
low us;” will accompany us beyond the boundaries of Time, and flour- 
ish with renewed purity and in perpetual bloom in the Paradise of 
God. ) 

In Mr. Taylor these affections abounded. The graces of those moral 
and social virtues which adorn gthe character of their possessor and 
reflect a blessing on Society were his, in an eminent degree. Phi- 
lanthropic in feeling, and upright in action; of honorable principles, 
and courteous and gentlemanly demeanor, he won the esteem of all 
who knew him; while his suavity of temper and freedom from all aus- 
terity rendered him accessible to all, even the humblest person, that 
ap proached him. 

With such traits, it will be readily supposed that benevolence and 
generosity were no strangers to his bosom. On the contrary, they 
were among his most delightful characteristics. Inspired with a senti- 
ment like that of a noble Roman, “I myself am a man, and think 
nothing foreign to me which concerns the welfare of my fellow-man,” 
his beneficence was diffused with no stinted hand; and of those who 
mourn his departure, there are, doubtless, many whose wants were 
reheved and whose breasts were warmed by his unostentatious, yet 
open-hearted liberality. 

Throughout this entire community, where his whole life had been 
passed, and to almost every inhabitant of which he was personally 
known, such was the amiable and unexceptionable character of his deal- 
ings and intercourse with all, that we do not believe there was a single 
individual who entertained for him other than feelings of the most un- 
reserved respect. This was strikingly manifested during his illness, by 
the anxious inquiries which, day by day, were made as to his situation, 
by all classes and conditions of persons; a tribute to his worth that 
speaks more touchingly and impressively than the most elaborate eu- 
logium, 

In regard to the State, Mr. Taylor was a most exemplary citizen and 
a pure Patriot. Of every thing concerning the honor and welfare of 
South-Carolina, he was exceedingly tenacious ; and no one could have 
been found more ready and willing than himself, to make any and every 
sacrifice to preserve and defend her institutions, and to promote what 
he conscientiously conceived to be her true interest and policy. 

If it may be permitted us to enter within the sacred circle of his 
domestic life, where his true excellence was most beautifully exhibited 
and most justly appreciated, we must mourn, with those who were 
linked to him in the closest of earthly bonds, the severance of ties 
which has torn from them one of the tenderest of Husbands and the 
most affectionate of Parents. Nor will our sympathies be withheld 
from those, who, by the same inscrutable Providence, have been 
bereaved of a devoted Brother, or of a most kind and indulgent Master.

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But it isin Mr. Taylor’s loss to this Church, as one of her faithful 
communicants, that she has most reason to deplore his decease. With 
her he has been identified almost since her first establishment in Co- 
lumbia, and has always been among her most ardent friends and effi- 
cient supporters. Under every circumstance of discouragement or 
prosperity, which has attended her progress, he has always clung to 
her with an affectionate adherence—has taken a lively interest in her 
welfare, and afforded substantial aid to her ministrations, and at the 
time of his death, was one of the most valued members of her Vestry. 
Though he was ever a firm believer in the faith she inculcated, yet a 
sense of unworthiness made him Jong diffident in approaching her 
communion. After making, howeve®, a decided profession of Chris- 
tianity, his subsequent conduct bore ample testimony to the sincerity 
and consistency of his Christian character. 

His religion was retiring and unobtrusive, but practical and product- 
ive of a steady and uniform piety. Other particulars in which its 
genuineness was evidenced might be mentioned, but we will confine 
ourselves to the notice of one which attested, perhaps, as fully as any, 
the existence of true Christian principle in his soul. I allude to his 
unwavering trust in God, and his humble and implicit submission to 
His will, This shone through the darkest clouds of adversity with 
which it pleased Heaven to overshadow him, and was especially 
apparent in the closing scenes of his earthly pilgrimage. Then, when 
suffering under the violence of an exhausting disease, he clung to no 
hope and expressed no desire of escape from its fatal energies, but stayed 
his soul, with perfect tranquillity and pious confidence, on the bosom of 
his Saviour and his God. 

The deep sorrow of attending friends, as they bent over his dying 
couch, and the near approach of separation from those most dear to him, 
while they, doubtless, stirred up his inmost sympathies on their behalf, 
disturbed not his settled conviction of the rectitude of God’s dealings 
with him. Onthe contrary, the visitation seemed blest to his increased 
sanctification of spirit, leading him to await, with holy patience, his final 
summons, and, bidding adieu to the things of time, to walk silently, 
calmly and thoughtfully on the shores of eternity. 

Into that eternity he has now entered. In the sixty-first year of his 
age and in the bosom of his beloved family, he breathed his last on the 
twelfth instant, leaving behind him the memory of an example fragrant 
with lessons of virtue and piety. In the beautiful language of one of our 
Collects, “he has been gathered unto his fathers, having the testimony of a 
good conscience, in the communion of the Catholic Church, in the con- 
fidence of acertain faith, in the comfort of a reasonable, religious and 
holy hope, in favor {as we may well believe) with his God and in per- 
fect charity with the world.” e 

Nought is left us, but to console ourselves with the hope of his feli- 
city: that, having finished his course in faith, he now rests from his 
labors,and has joined the blessed society of those, who have “their perfect 
consummation and bless, both in body and soul, in God’s eternal and 
everlasting glory, where they shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more, neither shall the sun light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb, 
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which is in the midst of the Throne shall feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters, and God shall wipe ali tears from their 
eyes.”

SUNDAY SCHOOL ADDRESS. 


The following Appress by the Rev. Heyry Exwett, to the children of the P. E. 
Churches in this City, was delivered’ on the 9th of June last, at the Anniversary celebra- 
tion of the Sunday Schools, and has been crowded out of our last two numbers. We 
have now the pleasure of commending it to our readers, and from its pure and simple 
style we are sure they will be pleased with it. 


It is my pleasing duty, my young friends in Christ, to address a few 
words to you on this interesting occasion. A most interesting oceasion 
indeed it is! What Christian heart can fail to be cheered by the spec- 
tacle that is now presented to us. The lambs of Christ’s floek, who 
are under the spiritual care of the Pastors of his Church in the Sunday 
Schools of this city, are here brought together, beneath one hallowed 
roof, to join in the worship of their Father in heaven. 

The Ministers and Teachers who have welcomed them on each re- 
turning Sabbath, and found a holy pleasure in training them in the 
ways of Christ and of His Church, are privileged this evening to hear 
their united voices ascend in prayer and ‘praise, in grateful acknow- 
ledgment of the rich mercies with which they have been favored. If 
it were possible to transport you suddenly, my young friends, to other 
lands on which the Sun of Righteousness has not yet arisen with heal- 
ing in His wings, and to show you what are, at this moment, the em- 
ployments or the amusements of the young of both sexes in those dark 
places of the earth, how forcibly would the contrast between their con- 
dition and your’s affect your hearts ; how powerful a conviction of your 
inestimable religious advantages would be wrought within you. And 
if | were permitted to show you what is passing within the bosems of 
these poor benighted ones—how debased and sensual are all their 
thoughts—how dark their views of the purposes for which they were 
created, you would then be able, in some slight measure, to estimate 
the high religious privileges which you possess. I should have good 
cause to congratulate you, if I were able only to remind you that you 
were born in a Christian country, the offspring of Christian parents ; 
and aceustomed, from your earliest years, to live in a land where the 
blessed influences of Christianity prevailed. But when I look upon 
you, and consider your actual position, I see that yeu have privileges 
of which it is not easy to speak in language sufficiently strong and 
grateful, 

You yourselves have been admitted by the sacrament of baptism, 
tism, in your early infancy, to membership in the Church of Christ. 
None can justly question your right to count as your own the rich pro- 
mises which Jesus has made in His Word, to those who humbly seek 
Him in the way of His appointment, and who acknowledge Him as 
their Lord, as Head over all things for the protection and enlargemert 
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of His Church. You have a personal and vital interest in all the 
prayers that ascend as sweet incense continually to the throne of God, 
irom every branch of the Universal Church throughout the world, 
You are invited to participate in the temporal and eternal blessings of 
a society which the only begotten Son of God came down from heaven 
to establish—a society composed of the faithful of every age and 
clime—of the glorious company of the Apostles, the goodly fellowship 
of the Prophets, and the noble army of Martyrs. Jesus Himself has 
condescended to show you that, young as you are, you are the objects 
of His constant care and love. For your sakes, He became a little 
child, and meekly submitted to the authority of earthly parents. To 
convince you of His regard, He took little children in His arms, laid 
His hands upon them, and blessed them; and declared that of such was 
the kingdom of heaven, that you might confide in His grace, and serve 
Him with willing hearts, and be assured that He would not overlook 
you, He demanded of the Apostle Peter this especial proof of the love 
which he professed to his risen Lord—that he should feed the Lambs 
of His flock: and He thus made it the duty of His Ministers, in all 
time, to watch, and labor, and pray for you. To you, as His baptized 
ones, His Apostle Paul addresses the solemn yet encouraging lan- 
guage: ‘Know ye nut that your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost Which is in you, Which ye have of God, and ye are not your 
own? For ye are bought with a price : therefore glorify God in your 
body and in your spirit, which are God’s.” I trust, my dear young 
friends, that there are many among you who love to think of your 
transcendent privileges and glorious prospects as members of Christ, 
children of God, and inheritors of the kingdom of heaven. [ trust 
also that you reflect often, with deep seriousness, on the weighty re- 
sponsibilities under which the goodness of God has placed you. 

The gracious purpose of your Heavenly Father in bestowing upon 
you, inrich abundance, the countless mercies which are connected 
with your membership in Christ, is so to fill your whole soul with 
gratitude and love, that you may live, not to yourselves, but to Him 
Who died for you and rose again. If you were the sons and daughters 
of any ofthe noblest and most powerful princes of this earth, you 
would be aware of the obligation which rested upon you to avoid all 
that could bring discredit upon your enviable position—that could 
disgrace those from whom you derived your birth. Consider then, I 
pray you, how high should be the aspirations, how pure the principles, 
how lofty the aims of those who are the sons and daughters of the 
Lord Almighty, heirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ. The Church 
1s watching over you, ye young disciples, with the yearning tender- 
ness of a loving mother. We, who are ambassadors for Christ, are 
mindful of you in our public and in our private supplhications at the 
throne ef Grace, that you may be found walking worthy of the voca- 
tionto which you are called. Your teachers, who have met you on 
each returning Sabbath, in the holy exercises of the Sunday School, 
are praying for you, that you may prove yourselves to be Christ’ 
disciples indeed, by bringing forth, in all your daily conversation, the 
fruits of holiness. 

Your fathers and mothers, who rejoiced over you with tears of holy 
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joy, when they brought you to the baptismal font, are longing to see, 
beyond the possibility of doubt, that the washing of regeneration has 
been followed by the renewing of the Holy Ghost. Remember, O re- 
member, I beseech you, that you are, none of you, your own; that 
none of you are too young to glorify God in your bodies and in your 
spirits which are God’s. That the praise of the Most High may be 
perfected out of the mouths of babes and sucklings—that even the 
child is known by his doings, whether his work be pure, and whether 
it be right. 

Do any of you say within yourselves: ‘ We are indeed grateful to 
our Heavenly Father for His wondrous goodness to us: we do indeed 
desire to be His children, not in name only, but in truth: we would 
so yield ourselves to be led by His Spirit, that all may take knowledge 
of us that we have been with Jesus, and may at once recognize us as 
the sons of God?” Hearken then, with devout attention, to that affec- 
tionate counsel which aims to guide you in the way of holiness here, 
that you may attain happiness hereafter. Begin each day with a 
grateful recollection of the spiritual mercies which God has vouchsafed 
you. Look up to Him who allows you to call Him Father; and in 
earnest prayer entreat Him to aid you more and more with the gift of 
His Spirit, to guide and animate you in every duty, aud support you 
in every trial. Realize the truth that the eye of God is ever upon you; 
and so live as those who have been taught that He will bring into. 
judgment every secret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be evil. 
Trifle not, for one instant, with the admonitions of conscience—with 
the strivings of the Holy Spirit within you, warning you of the snares 
which beset your youthful steps. Call to mind the affectionate charge 
of the Church, your spiritual mother, reminding you that you are not 
able to do these things of yourselves; or to walk in the command-~ 
ments of God, and serve Him without His special grace, which you 
must learn at all times to call for by diligent prayer. Reverence those 
who are over you in the Lord, and admonish you; and esteem them 
very highly in love for their work’s sake. Be thankful for every op- 
portunity which the providence of God affords you, of joining in the 
public worship of His Church; and strive to unite with heart and 
voice in her beautiful forms of prayer and praise. 

Let all your behavior in the house of God be guided by a recollec- 
tion of His majesty and His mercy; and cultivate such seriousness in 
His holy temple, that it may be evident to all that you realize the pre- 
sence, and delight in the worship of your God. In all the relations of 
life—as sons or daughters, as brothers or sisters, be ever mindful that 
itis your calling to behave as children of God. You will then obe 
your parents in all things, beeause this is well pleasing unto the Lord. 
You will live in holy love with all the associates of your childhood, 
remembering that God is love; and that he that dwelleth in love dwel- 
leth in God, and He inhim. Suffer not a day to pass over your heads 
Without reading your Bible in private, and earnestly praying that He 
Who has given all Holy Scriptures for our learning, would grant that 
you may in such wise hear them, read, mark, learn, and inwardly digest 
them, that by patience and comfort of His holy word, you may embrace 
and ever hold fast the blessed hope of everlasting life which He has 
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given you in your Saviour, Jesus Christ. Ever open the sacred yo. 
jume, with the thought that it is the kind message of your Heavenly 
Father to you. In proportion as you peruse its hallowed pages with 
faithfulness and diligence, you will learn to value it more and more, and 
to prize it as able to make you wise unto salvation. 

Make yourselves especially familiar with those portions of the Word 
of God, in which the examples of youthful piety are recorded for your 
encouragement and imitation, 

Read the interesting account of Samuel; who, while yet a child, 
was in favor with the Lord, and also with men. Study the character 
of Josiah, the young king of Israel, who was only eight years.old 
when he began to reign; and of whom the sacred historian tells us 
that, young as he was, he did that which was right in the sight of the 
Lord, and walked in all the ways of David his father, and turned not 
aside to the right hand, or to the left. Imitate the example of Timo- 
thy, who knew the Holy Scriptures from a child; and who, the older 
he grew, more highly valued that knowledge, and thanked God who 
had given him parents to lead him in the way of holiness. 

Several of you, my young friends, are probably looking forward to 
the time when you will be called to take upon yourselves the promi- 
ses which were made for you in your baptism. You are sensible that 
ere long it will become your duty, in the Apostolic rite of confirma- 
tion, with your own mouth and consent, openly before the Church, to 
ratify the covenant which, in your incapacity, was entered into by 
others, with God on your behalf. How will your joy abound on that 
solemn occasion, if you feel a full persuasion that you have been living 
from your infancy in the service of your God—that you have been 
enabled, by Divine grace, to keep yourselves pure, and to walk in all 
the commandments and ordinances of the Lord, as dear children? 
What gratitude will fill your breast; what holy trust will cheer your 
hearts, when you shall kneel to receive the blessing and the prayer of 
the chief Minister of God’s Church ; and shall be encouraged to strug- 
gle, as faithful soldiers and servants of Christ, against all your spiritual 
enemies, by the assured confidence that He who hath begun a good 
werk in you, will perform it until the day of Jesus Christ. With what 
holy delight your beloved Pastors, your Christian parents, the self- 
denying teachers who have met you, Sabbath after Sabbath, in the 
Sunday School, will behold you admitted to the table of the Lord. 

To see you seeking there, habitually, the strengthening and refresh- 
ing of your souls, by the body and blood of Christ, and to join you in 
this highest act of Christian worship here on earth, with the sweet 
hope that with them you shall hereafter drink the new wine in the 
kingdom of your Father, will be a blessed recompense of their toils 1n 
your behalf. To know that you are strong in Divine grace, and have 
overcome the wicked one, and that your walk is worthy of Him Who 
has called. you to His kingdom and glory—such knowledge will cheer 
your Pastors, your parents, your teachers, as they are drawing near to 
the termination of their course. They will be persuaded that their 
labor has not been in vain in the Lord; and that when they rest from 
the toils of their pilgrimage, their works will follow them. 

The hopes of the Church,. ye young disciples, are fixed upon you. 
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While you were yet in the weakness aud helplessness of your uncon: 
scious infancy, the Church claimed you as her own, in the name of 
Jesus, her King. She placed on your foreheads the sign of the Cross, 
in token that you should never be ashamed of the faith of Christ cru- 
cified. From that moment when you were received into the Congre- 
gation of Christ’s flock, your spiritual welfare has ever been her anx- 
ious care. Tor you, she has never ceased to offer up her public pray- 
ers, and you have been invited, equally with your elders, to join in 
her solemn worship. For your souls, she has charged her Ministers 
to watch, as those who must hereafter give account. Bear with me, 
then, my young friends, if 1 am jealous over of you with a godly jea- 
lousy. I fear, fur you, lest, as the serpent beguiled Eve through his 
subtilty, so the minds of any among you should be beguiled from the 
simplicity that isin Christ. As yet, you have been, in a great measure, 
guarded from the pollution of evil. The vigilant affection of godly 
Ministers, of anxious parents, of loving instructors, has been striving to 
keep off from you, as much as possible, the approaches of evil. But 
you must remember, that the guards which, in the good providence of 
God, have been thrown around your earlier years, must, of neces- 
sity, be toa great degree withdrawn; and that you must go forth 
into an evil world, and enter for yourselves upon the contest which 
must be maintained by every faithful servant of the Most High. I 
can have no fears for the issue of the contest, if you cherish a sense of 
your own weakness, and seek your strength in God alone. It is, 
believe me, an arduous work; yet a work which can be performed, 
and is performed continually by the assisting grace of God, to re- 
nounce, resolutely and forever, the devil and all his works, the pomps 
and vanities of this wicked world, and all the sinful lusts of the flesh. 
Itisa no less arduous task, (in an age in which infidelity abounds, and 
in which many who profess to love the Lord Jesus, nevertheless re- 
ject much of His teaching, and pour contempt upon the Church which 
He established;) it is, 1 say, a no less arduous task to believe all the 
articles of the Christian faith—to continue steadfast in the Apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship. And your fathers in Christ can tell you, 
from experience, that to keep God’s holy will and commandments, and 
walk in the same all the days of your life, is not a matter of easy ac- 
complishment. But weak as we are, weak as you are, you have, I 
would fain hope, learned St. Paul’s lesson, and know that you cando 
all things through Christ, who strengtheneth you. While I am yet 
speaking, and my words are exciting in your bosoms, a holy distrust 
of yourselves, and perhaps awakening a distressing apprehension, lest 
youshould forget the God who made you, the Saviour who redeemed 
you, and the Holy Ghost who sanctifieth you, I trust that the language 
which you have learned from your spiritual mother is even now ready 
to burst from your lips. I trust that whenever the question is put to 
any of you, “dost thou not think that thou art bound to believe, and to 
do all that has been promised for you?’ Your reply will be prompt 
inthe fear and in the love of God. “ Yes, verily! and by God’s help, 
so | will.” Surely there are some, may I not say many of the youthful 
hearts that are beating around me, whose constant language is—‘ [ 
heartily thank God, our Heavenly Father, that He hath called me to 
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this state of salvation!” And if so, I know that there are many of you 
who have learned that when they are weak, then they are strong; and 
whose daily prayer to God is, to give them His grace, that they may 
continue in the same unto their lives’ end ! 

Now unto Him thatis able to keep you from falling, and to present 
you faultless before the presence of His glory with exceeding joy, to 
the only wise God our Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both nowand ever. Amen.

A Discourse on the Decease of the Rt. Rev. Christopher Edwards 
Gadsden, Bishop of the Diocese of South-Carolina. Preached in St. 
Philip's Church, Charleston, by the Rev. John Barnwell Camphell, on 
the 27th June, 1852. Published at the request of the Vestry. Charles- 
ton, A. H. Miller. 1852.—This is an interesting tribute to the memory 
of our departed Father in God, and full of consolation to those who 
survive. The Rev. author chose for his text the words of our Lord to 
the daughters of Jerusalem, as recorded in the Gospel according to St. 
Luke, xxii. 28: “ Weep not for Me, but weep for yourselves.” He 
presents to our view the departed Saints as free from all physical and 
mental suffering, and from moral evil; as actively occupied in serving 
their Maker with increased and expanded powers ; as contemplating 
their own salvation as secured beyond all possibility of change; as 
holding sweet communion with departed Saints, and with the Holy 
Angels; and as dwelling in the presence of Him Who is both their 
Brother and their God. Such being, as he trusts, the blessedness of 
our beloved Father, he bids us rejoice for him, whilst we mourn for 
ourselves; and urges us to follow him, as he followed Christ. We 
thank the Vestry of St. Philip’s Church for our copy of this discourse. 

Register of the College of St. James, and the Grammar School; 
Washington County, Maryland, for the tenth Session, 1851-’52. This 
is an Institution which met the full approval of our late Bishop. He 
thought and spoke highly of it, and freely recommended it to others. 
We would follow his example, and recommend it to our readers, net 
only as a school in which the intellectual faculties are fully developed, 
but also as a religious home, where true piety is cultivated and sound 
evangelical principles inculcated. The following extract from the 
pamphlet before us, will show what is attempted to be done for the 
“Religious Education” of the pupils: 

«“ Ag in a well ordered home the most effective culture is that of the 
good example and conversation of the elder branches of the family, 5° 
it is trusted that the Christian education of this adopted family is influ- 
enced every day and hour by the Christian principles and sentiments 
of their superiors. One or two points may be stated. 

“The Holy Scriptures, together with the Catechism and Prayer 
Book, which of course afford the ground-work of all the religious 
teaching, are constantly read in the chapel, and the pupils commit a por 
tion of them to memory every Sunday. 
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« The history and biography of the early Church form another valu- 
able and edifying topic of instruction..........--. 

“As the sons of Churchmen, the pupils are carefully taught the 
character and claims of their own Communion, as part of the one 
Catholic Church of Christ; and those who are old enough, are taught 
to understand the false ground of the Church of Rome........... 

‘‘ When of a proper age, they are directed to Confirmation as the rati- 
fication of their baptismal vows, to which they are solemnly bound. 
But those only are encouraged to present themselves for that sacred 
rite, who give evidence of a proper disposition, and seem resolved in 
earnest on leading “ a godly, righteous and sober life.” Such as these, 
when asking for Confirmation, will be taught to look upon that rite as 
renewing and increasing their obligation to a very early participation 
in the Holy Communion. 

“A meeting for devotional exercises and more familiar advice than 
can suitably be given in the pulpit, is often held, as a “ voluntary meet- 
ing,” on Friday evenings. . It is desirable to have some services which 
the pupils may attend at their pleasure, in addition to those which are 
obligatory; both forthe sake of the more devout, and to give others a 
constant opportunity of taking an easy step towards an open avowal of

“In cherishing a spirit of piety in the household, while there is never 
any attempt at religious excitement, and reliance is placed on constant 
training, rather than occasional stimulants, religion is always presehted 
to the heart and the affections, and serious and devout sensibilities are 
assiduously cultivated. The means employed are the ordinances of 
the Church, the stated services and sermons, the reading of the Holy 
Scriptures; after which, as the most common and successful, serious 
conversations in private. For these latter, the Christian teacher will 
seek frequent opportunities, as the surest way of convincing his pupils 
that his chiefest solicitude is for their salvation.”...........-. 

The Rt. Rev. W. R. Whittingham, D. D., is President of the Board 
of Trustees, and Visitor of the College. The Rev. John B. Kerfoot, 
D. D. is the Rector; and with him are associated seventeen Profes- 
sors, Lecturers, Tutors, and [nstructors. There are forty-seven pupils 
in the Collegiate classes, of whom, three are from South-Carolina. 
There are fifty-nine in the Grammar School, of whom, two are from 
South-Carglina.

Reasons for Abjuring Allegiance to the See of Rome. A Letter to the 
Earl of Shrewsbury. By Pierce Connelly, M. A., formerly Rector of 
Trinity Church, Natchez, late Domestic Chaplain to the Earl of Shrews- 
bury. First American Edition. Philadelphia : Herman Hooker. 1892. 

e recommend this pamphlet to the careful and serious perusal of our 
readers. The author was once a Clergyman of our Church, who was 


ed to abandon his Mother by his “horror of the restless spirit of

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democracy in Church and State,” and by his conviction that “ hierarchi- 
cal subordination, whether in State or Church, in a kingdom or in a 
family, was the only basis for a community to be built upon;” that 
“the tranquillity of order is the only tranquillity that deserves the 
name.” This horror he still professes to feel; and this conviction stil] 
remains: but he shrinks from the conclusions to which they led him. 
He gave himself up, body, soul and spirit, to the Papal system; and 
sought, in all earnestness, to carry out that to which he had pledged 
himself. He was no half-way believer in Papal infallibility. “ From 
the moment,” he says, “ that I accepted infallibility and a visible su- 
preme headship over Christendom, | frankly and deliberately gave up 
my reason, or at least, in all matters of faith and discipline, solemnly 
proposed to renounce it. From that moment I never examined one 
single doctrine of the Church of Rome with any other view than to be 
able to defend it against heretics and other ‘infidels.’ And I not only 
gave up myself, body and spirit, but, God forgive me! I gave up all 
that was intrusted to me, all that was dear to me, to my new obedi- 
ence. I believed myself to be the most thorough of Roman Catholics, 
a very fakir in my allegiance ; and my ecclesiastical superiors believed 
me to be so too.” What could have driven such a man from the Ro- 
man Communion? There wasno room in a mind so entirely subjuga- 
ted to a system of falsehood, for convictions of the fearful errors in 
doctrine and discipline which prevailed in the corrupt body to which 
he had allied himself, and which, he tells us, he loved with a “ passion- 
ate love.” ‘It was not,” he says, “ from sacrifices nor sufferings that 
I drew back—I drew back from nothing, even in my most secret 
thoughts, till I was required to be a conscious partaker in undoubted 
sin.” ‘ Supposed infallibility led me into the Communion of exclusive 
Rome. And no dogma taught by her would ever have made me doubt 
that infallibility. It 2s her moral theology, her prescribed working as a 
practical system, that has made the falseness of her pretensions to infal- 
libility as clear to me as any one of Euclid’s demonstrations.” It was 
Rome, in her moral aspect, which opened the eyes of this honest per- 
vert, and drove him back to the bosom of truth. In the pamphlet 
before us there is not a word concerning the doctrinal dogmas of Rome. 
The only point dwelt upon, is the moral influence of the Papal system 
upon nations, communities, families and individuals; and this pre- 
sented so plainly and simply that we cannot doubt its truth. We 
would quote largely for the instruction of our readers, but our limits 
forbid this: and we must confine ourselves to a single quotation, e0- 
treating all, but especially those who have been led hy a spurious 
charity to contribute to Romish institutions, to get the book and read 
for themselves. 

“ T know this same Church of Rome, in its petty schemes of anarchy 
in families, more hateful and more devilish than when it deals with 
nations. 

‘“‘T have seen Priests and Bishops of the Church of Rome, their ow? 
convictions disregarded, and all responsibility to God and to sociely 
thrown off, in the instinct of hostility to man’s natural relationships (in 
spite, too, in one instance, of the private commands of the Pope himself, 
I have seen them band together, for the mere sake of a legacy or ® Ine 
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interest, to break down laws which are looked upon, even by savages, 
as the most sacred of all, divine or human. I have known a husband 
taught and directed to deal double in the sacred matter of religion with 
his own high-born wife, a brother with his own high-born sisters, wives 
with their husbands, and daughters without number with their trusting 
parents. I have known, in Derbyshire, a young lady not eighteen 
years of age, the daughter of a widowed mother, the mother also a 
Roman Catholic, seduced into a convent under false pretences, kept 
there in spite of every effort of her family, with the approbation of the 
Papal authorities, and only delivered by my own public threat, as a 
Priest, of application to the civil power and consequent fear of scandal. 
I have seen clerical invrolability made to mean nothing less than licence 
and impunity.” x 2 ’ ° ? ° 

“ This is apart of what has come within my own experience. But 
it isnot yet the worst of that sad experience. 

“T have seen Priests of mean abilities, of coarse natures, and gross 
breeding, practise upon pure and highly gifted women of the upper 
ranks, married and unmarried, the teachirgs of their treacherous and 
impure casuistry, with a success that seemed more than human, I have 
seen these Priests impose their pretendedly divine authority, and sus- 
tain it by mock miracles, for ends that were simply devilish. I have 
had poured into my ears what can never be uttered, and what ought not 
to be believed, but was only too plainly true. And I have seen that all 
that is most deplorable is not an accident, but a result, and an inevita- 
ble result, and a confessedly inevitable result of the working of the 
practical system of the Church of Rome, with all its stupendous ma- 
chinery of mischief. 

“ And the system is irrevocable and irremediable.”’ 

From such a system, who will not pray, “Good Lord, deliver us.”

Will our readers give serious heed to the subject brought before them in the follow- 
ing extractfrom the “ Toronto Church?”

“ CONSISTENCY ?” 


‘‘At the recent meeting of the London and Huron Branch of the 
Diocesan Church Society, Freeman Talbot, Esq., spoke in the follow- 
ing bold and honest terms :—“ It is our duty as members of the Church 
to contribute exclusively to her support, and not as some do, whose 
motives I think I understand, divide their means amongst other reli 
gious denominations. If you believe the docirines of the Methodists or 
Baptists to be purer than those of the Church of England, your duty 1s 
plain—cease to be Episcopalians, and embrace their faith. There can- 
not be a dozen true Churches; and if the members of this Church 
fancy for a moment that Dissenters, in the sincerity of their souls, ap- 
prove of their conduct in contributing to them, while our people require 
their aid, they are sadly mistaken. I have as much charity for other 
denominatiors as any man—I live on the most intimate terms of friend- 
ship with them; butI consider it my duty to support my own Chareh, 
and her only. I believe, and many others believe, that all the great 
Protestant sects will before many years shall have passed away, enter 
into one fold, under one shepherd. Many Dissenters believe this, but 
they do not believe that we are to go over to them. The Protestant 
Episcopal Church is yet destined to embrace all ; and such being the 
case, all her children should shew their firm adherence to the Church 
of their fathers, by their unwavering, undivided support.” 

“ We rejoice to find such sentiments enunciated by a Canadian Lay- 
man. Ifall our people acted on the straightforward principle !a 
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down by Mr. Talbot, not only would much inconsistency of conduct be 
avoided, but the resources of our Communion would be increased to an 
extent which it is not easy to calculate. It is a notorious fact, that 
Churchmen are constantly contributing to the sustenance of bodies 
which breathe a spirit of the most rancorous hostility towards our 
branch of Christ’s visible fold, and thus furnish them with ammunition 
to carry on their unhallowed warfare. Liberality in such cases be- 
comes a sorry misnomer. Swicide would be the more appropriate 
term. With Mr. Talbot we would earnestly cultivate a feeling of kind- 
ness towards all who differ from us in ecclesiastical matters; but if we 
honestly believe that they are wrong, and that ‘truth is one,’ surely 
nothing can justify our duing aught which may tend to spread the error, 
or retain the wanderers in their devious course.”

Diocese, mourn the afilictive dispensation which has deprived them of the supervisio 
of their deceased Bishop. 

The self-denying zeal, the devotion to the Church which characterized his adminis 
tration, had been blessed of God, and we rejoiced as we saw her gradually but steadily 
“ enlarging the place of her tent, and stretching forth the curtains of her habitation.” 
Her earthly head is removed, but she possesses in his holy example lessons profitable 
for instruction; and in her present sorrow, reposes with humble confidence un the gra 
cious promise of her Founder and Builder to be “ with her always.” 

But on this sad occasion we deplore also the disruption of a tie that bound him pecu 
liarly tous. He had not only the “ care of all the Churches,” but for many years had 
filled to us the near and intimate relation of Rector. Many of us had grown old with 
him, and respect for the young man had deepened into a closer and warmer bond 
the shadows grew longer across our path. Most of us had learued in childhood to ven- 
erate that holy man, and the lesson had received fresh strength as increasing years ena- 
bled us to understand and value his teachings, and to witness their fruits so abuisdeall 
xhibited in his own deportment. With all of us, love for the friend was mingled with 
respectful deference for the Pastor. 

His simplicity rendered him accessible, and thus he had opportunities of speaking 
the word in season, which, it is believed, in many instances, was instrumental in fixing 
the doubting, in comforting the discouraged, in arresting the thoughtless. —** And more- 
over, because the Preacher was wise, he still taught the people knowledge ; yea, he 
gave good heed, and sought out and set in order many proverbs: the Preacher sought 
to find out acceptable words, and that which was written was upright, even words of 
truth.” 

Eulogy is not here our intention. We doubt not his “ record is on high.” For more 
than forty years has been heard within these sacred walls, that voice fervent in prayer 
earnest in setting forth “ all Scripture as given by inspiration of God, and profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness,” and in urging the 
claims of the Church of his vows and his affections—and in his parochial ministration, 

“Prompt at every call ; 
He watched and wept, he prayed and felt for all.” 

Of this long and intimate connexion, we mourn the end; and we cherish the me- 
mory of it, with gratitude to God fur the manifold good of which His servant was made} 
the instrument. 

In evidence of the sincerity of these feelings, 

Resolved, That we lament the loss of our departed Bishop and Rector as that of a 
true and faithful guide, a tried and dear friend.

We are permitted to spread upon our pages, another very interest- 
ing letter from that devoted Missionary, the Rev. J. Lloyd Breck, to 
a friend inthis city. It will be impossible to read it without the earn- 
est prayer, that God will bless this faithful labourer in the vineyard of 
the Lord. Who will labour with him by contributing of their earthly 
wealth ? 

*« Mission House, St. Paul, Min., July 30, 1852. 

“Pardon me if I again send you a copy of a letter just written at the 
request of a Clergyman in Troy, New-York, for the benefit of the 
ladies of his Parish, who have sent us a box of clothing for the Indian 
children. My next will, I trust, be an original communication. 

‘‘ You have perhaps, ere this, learned that this is no longer simply a 
proposed mission to the Chippeways, but one of actual existence at a 
Lake, called in their language, “ Kahgeeashkoonsikag,” one hundred 
and fifty miles north of the Mission House at Saint Paul. Several days 
have elapsed since this letter was begun, seated as I then was upon the 
floor of our new Mission House, in the midst of the red men. But 
when I speak of a Mission House, you must narrow down your views 
toa very contracted measure and to the humblest degree of architec- 
ture. Itis a log-building, twelve feet square, and of steep roof, thus 
affording a good attic. Itis intended simply as a wing to a larger 
building, which we hope soon to erect, and then this small house will 
be used as astore-room. The beautiful Lake upon which we are 
located is mine miles in length and three in width, abounding with fish, 
which form a large staple of the poor creatures, livelihood. The shores 
of this and several other lakes of the neighbourhood are bold and 
clothed with beautiful forest trees, which are varied by the pine of the 
North, whilst here and there are extensive groves of the sugar maple. 
These last constitute the vernal harvest of the Indian, giving him the 
greatest abundance of one of the pleasantest sweets of nature. At this 
season of the year, the wild berries of several varieties grow over the 
Whole face of the country in the greatest profusion. And in the au- 
tumn, the wild-rice and cranberry can be gathered in just such quan~ 
ities as men, women, and children, are industrious. So that eve 
necessary thing for a subsistence is provided the Savage by a Mercr- 
FUL Berne, Who regardeth all men with compassion and loving kind-

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ness. But in the midst of all this abundance, to say nothing of additional 
sustenance had from the field by some little cultivation on their parts, 
and of game by the chase, yet even in the summer season, round about 
us, is found many an Indian that sees the third day without tasting a 
mouthful of victuals! There is, therefore, something wrong in the 
very constitution of their society as a people. Gop has provided, but 
man is improvident. This wigwam life subjects them to constant po- 
verty, for it is a law of their wild nature to share every thing with those 
about them, without inquiring who is worthy, or who is notso? The 
game is, indeed, fast leaving this portion of the west, and unless the 
Indian follows it on in the range of the buffalo, or devotes himself to 
the cultivation of the soil, he must soon be brought to the greatest 
wretchedness, and at last extinction as a race of people. It is to save 
them from this last extremity and ETERNALLY hereafter, for which we 
have come amongstthem. I trust they may themselves feel this, and 
ere long be moved to adopt a different life. They are now the wild 
Savage, which our friends would believe, could they have heard, as 
we have the past few nights, the strangely attractive, yet wild flowing 
notes of singing, accompanied by dancing, and that ever present and 
monotonous drum in honor of what? the recent capture of a Sioux or 
Dacotah Indian, their deadly enemy, whose scalp they had taken! 
They are yet the Pagan too! Having never till now heard the Gos- 
TEL OF Peace and Mercy to fallen man. And yet we are received by 
them gladly for their children’s robes. They are not unconscious of 
their blindness and their exceeding inferiority to the whites. They 
are willing their children should be taught, and you will be pleased to 
learn that the children are becoming attached to us. Some have al- 
ready associated themselves with us as part and parcel of the praying 
JSathers’ household. The enclosed memento* may please some of the 
more active of the ladies when they shall know its history. From the 
first of our arrival amongst those Indians, a well-formed child of the 
red man, twelve years of age, followed us about from day to day, nor 
idly, but assisting us in the first pitching our canvass tent, and in many 
other necessary things. Our attention could not but be attracted to- 
wards him, and upon inquiry, discovered him to be an orphan child, 
living with an uncle, one of the bravest of the warriors. It so happened 
that his uncle was minded similarly with the boy, and wished us to take 
him to us to train as we should think proper. He soon exchanged his 
blanket for the less graceful appearing pantaloons, coat and vest. But 
these have their commendable properties, for the blanket prevents ma- 
nual labor, which these do not. It was not many days after this that he 
came to us at the spot, where we were constructing the Mission House. 
evidently highly pleased at something that had taken place. We were 
at a loss to know what it was, until he turned himself about, and lo! 
he was shorn of another natural beauty belonging to the Indian of both 
sexes from their infancy up—his long braided hair had been cut off. 
He had at length succeeded in persuading an Indian to do that which 
the white brethren with me had repeatedly refused to do, fearing lest he 
should afterwards repent of it, and perhaps attach some of the blame to

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themselves. I confess his Indian bearing was not improved by the 
mutilation, yet doubtless, it is Christian that he should not wear long 
hair, and we commended the deed, only however asking for the sacrzfice. 
which (unknown to him) shall be to many a testimony of the first fruits 
of our Mission. Perhaps at a future day I may surprise him with a 
lock of his early Pagan life! Gop grant that he may then have it in 
his heart to thank the GReaT HEAD of the Church for bringing him out 
of darkness into His marvellous light! Since this capture for Curist, 
fice other boys have joined themselves to us, attending school beneath 
the trees, and there daboring in clearing land for the next year’s cultiva- 
tion. When our matron for the Indian Mission arrives, then the girls 
will be instructed in the use of the needle, in cooking, &c. At present, 
we only teach them to read and write (on slates) for a short period of 
each day beneath the trees. Before long, we hope to report the good 
will of the older Indians for the domestic life, and to assist many of them 
in constructing their houses. Previous to our arrival amongst them, 
one had built a log-house himself, and now we have been helping him 
put shingles on it. We have so arranged matters, that all may live 
upon the Lake, having narrow farms, running back so far as they may 
be pleased to cultivate the land. And now, my very dear brother, 
could you have witnessed at my last services for the Indians in the open 
air, the entire group of natives knecling down in confession upou the 
green grass, I am sure your heart would have been touched most 
strongly in their behalf, and none would have questioned the Indian’s 
capacity for receiving good. But whilst laboring with us, forget not 
to pray also for a blessing upon our feeble efforts, for of ourselves we 
should utterly faint in the very contemplation of the work. We have 
received the happiest commendation of a widow lady of Kentucky, for 
personal piety and efficiency, who has applied to us for the office of 
Matron in the Indian Mission. Her only child, a son twelve years of 
age is to remain in the Mission School at St. Paul.

The Protestant Episcopal General Theological Seminary.—The 
Commencement of this Seminary was held in St. Peter’s Church in 
N. York, on Thursday, June 24th, being the Festival of St. John the 
Baptist. Theservices commenced at10 A.M. The usual procession 
of the students, faculty, trustees, clergy, and bishops, was formed at 
the Seminary, and walked thence tothe Church. The Bishops of Wis- 
consin, New Hampshire, and Indiana, were present. Morning Prayer 
was said by the Rev. Mr. Benton, of the diocese of North Carolina, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Livermore, of the diocese of Western New 

ork, The ante-communion service was read by the Rt. Rev. The 
Bishop of Wisconsin, assisted in the Epistle by the Rt. Rev. The Bi- 
shop of Indiana, and in the Gospel by the Right Reverend The Bishop 
of New Hampshire. The Address to the Graduating Class was by 
the Right Rev. The Bishop of Indiana. It was devoted to the consid- 
eration of the ministry in the Church of Gop, its divine appointment 
and authority, its triple orders, its continuous and uninterrupted suc- 
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cession from the times of the Apostles, the channels through which it has 
come down to us, the impossibility of the chain’s having been broken, 
or the stream’s having failed on account of the impurities by which 
it may have been, from time to time, polluted during its course through 
eighteen centuries. The illustrations of the Rt. Rev. Prelate were 
pointed and plain, and showed the absurdity of the argument from pre- 
scription, as urged by dissenters. The appeal to the graduates, at the 
close of the Address, was strong and stirring. He exhorted them to 
go forth to their duty, confident that they were endued with the panoply 
of God, and that they would, in spite of opposition and difficulties, find 
His grace sufficient for them, strengthening their weakness, aiding 
their imperfections, and so blessing their labors—provided they were 
only found faithful—that they should in the end receive their rich re- 
ward from the Lorp of the harvest. 

After singing a portion of the 102d Hymn, the delivery of the tes- 
timonials took place. The Dean called up the graduating class, and 
duly presented them to the Bishop of Wisconsin (the presiding Bishop 
on the occasion) to receive the honors of the Seminary. The follow- 
ing gentlemen, except Mr. Philson, who was absent, received their 
diplomas.

The offertary was read by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of New Hamp- 
shire, during which the alms were collected by the members of the 
graduating class, and he also offered the prayer for Curist’s Church 
Militant. 

The Communion office was proceeded with by the Presiding Bishop, 
and a large number of the clergy and laity received the Holy Eu- 
charist. 

The music on this interesting occasion requires a special notice. 
No where in our country can such an admirable example of congrega- 
tion antiphonal chaunting be found, as inthe Seminary. The students 
siug in unison, and with great spirit, unity andenergy. So large a 
body of male voices, in good practice, and singing praises “‘lustily with 
a good courage,” is as delightful as it is uncommon. Mr. Walter, the 
Organist of St. Paul’s Chapel, and one of the Organists of the Church 
Choral Society, presided at the Organ with great skill and effect. 
The students were seated in the body of the Church near the chancel. 
‘The Canticles and the Psalter for the day were all sung antiphonally— 
mostly to double chants of good character—the chorus on the Decant 
side leading off, and that on the Cantoris’ side responding, and both 
uniting in powerful volume at every Gloria Patri, and portions of the 
Te Deum. The Psalmody was good—very full and effective and the 
Trisagion and Gloria in Excelsis in the Communion office—so seldom 
sung—were given with full voice. The voluntaries both before and after 
service were appropriate and finely performed. We wish the musi¢ 
of the Seminary could be more generally heard by churchmen. The 
students receive no musical education at the Seminary, nor do they 
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ractise at all, except by attending the regular daily service. What 

they do, they do—the great mass of them—by ear, in the natural way ; 

every congregation inthe land could do the same, if they would only 

attend the daily service, and were not ashamed to use the voice Gop 

has-given them in singing His praise, to music of the proper character.

Copy of a letter written by Bishop Chase, to his son, the Rev. D. 
Chase of Chicago, on a subject which has already excited much inter- 
est in the public mind : 

“ JuBiLEE Cotxtece, Tuesday, June 8th, 1852. 
My Dear Son, Dudley, 

I think you will rejoice to hear that I have made a compromise 
with the claimants of a portion of the College Lands: by giving my 
note of hand for the payment of ($1,600) One Thousand and Six Hun- 
dred Dollars in a short given period. 1 was compelled to this by many 
weighty considerations : 

Ist. I am old, and the good, if not the existence of the College re- 
quires that this question, so embarrassing, should be settled before my 
death. 

2nd. The unfortunate report, originating in Ohio, that ‘‘all the College 
Lands had passed into other hands” (and of course that the Institution 
was no more) had been spread so far and wide by the newspapers, that 
nearly all benefactions had ceased; which impression on the public 
mind, unless speedily removed by a compromise, had become so pro- 
found that I would go no further in my plans—and the College itself 
would be soon defunct. 

3d. The hope that I might survive, by Mrs. E. Kohne’s Legacy, also 
so widely spread abroad, was proved, by an examination of the Will of 
that benevolent lady, to be a fallacy. It was believed by the report 
published, that I should come immediately into the possession of $3000. 
The facts recited in the Will, proved this impression without foundation. 
A suitof Mrs. Kohne against the estate of her husband for the recov- 
ery of her Marriage settlement, many years ago, was still pending in 
the courts of law at her death. What should prevent its being conti- 
nued a suit pending in a law court a still longer period, and who could 
say that, when determined, the judgment would be favorable tu the 
Legatees, among whom I am named as one. A poor foundation is that, 
arising from such circumstances,on which to rear hopes of present relief. 

Having pledged my credit for the payment of the money above named, 
to perfect the compromise—I have no other refuge but to the honor 
and just feelings of the real friends of Jubilee College. May the Good 
God, for Christ’s sake, grant me favour in so importaut a matter. 

You can make the substance of this hasty but true statement known 
to the friends of the Church in Chicago, by private printed circulars, 
or by publishing in the Newspapers, as you, with the advice of the 
friends in your City, shall think best. Remember that what is done 
must be done immediately. 

Finally—having printed this letter, or some other better in form, 
though the same in point of fact;—you can put it into the hands of 
some fit person to go round among the real friends of the Church, and 
of your affectionate Father, P. CHASE. 
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Florida —To the Editor of the Banner of the Cross: Tallahassee, 
August 2, 1852. My Dear Sir :—Having been credibly iuformed that 
a person, representing himself to be a Clergyman of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, has been recently engaged in levying contributions 
in some of the neighboring Dioceses, for the purpose of building 
Churches in Florida, allow me, through the medium of your paper, to 
caution the public against any such impostors: and to add, that in no 
instance would L sanction collections being made in other Dioceses for 
Church objects in Florida, without the approbation and consent of the 
ecclesiastical authorities of the same, when it is presumed that persons 
employed on such missions woula be furnished with satisfactory cre- 
dentials.

The Closing Services of the Jubilee—From a private letter, under 
date of June 18, we are kindly permitted (says the Utica Gos. Messen- 
ger,) to make extracts which will gratify the interest which our readers 
take in the Jubilee, and in the movements of our Bishops. 

“We were indeed gladdened when we heard that your Bishops had 
actually reached England, after all the uncertainty. Dr. ——— and 
, with the Archbishop’s Chaplain, met them on their arrival at 
the Station at Euston Square; and they went off in the Archbishop’s 
carriage to London House, whence they went to stay at Fulham. On 
Friday we had the pleasure of seeing the Bishop of Michigan at our 
Standing Committee of the S. P. G. (Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel,) and several of our own Bishops came to welcome him. 
The Bishop of Western New-York did not come, having that morning 
received the mournful intelligence of the death of a sister, who had 
died in England while he was on his passage. On Sunday the two 
Bishops preached at two Churches. On Monday the Archbishop gave 
a dinner to his American guests and several English and Scottish 
Bishops, and persons connected with the 8. P. G. The dinner was 
given in the grand banqueting Hall, (the old Armory) and every thing 
was intended to do honor to the distinguished visitors. 1 hope your 
Bishops were gratified, and believe it was so. On Tuesday we hada 
day indeed in Westminster Abbey. Never was so glorious a sight 
seen since the Reformation. Eighteen Bishops were present from 
Europe, Asia and America, and there would have been one from Africa, 
but tor the illness of the Bishop of Cape Town, who is very unwell, 
and determined at the last moment not to go. 

The Sermon was magnificent. The Bishop of Oxford in his very 
best style—the eloquence worthy of the name of Wilberforce. You 
will, I hope, soon be able to read it in print; but you should have heard 
it, to Judge of its thrilling effect on the congregation. The whole phy- 
sical frame of the man seemed to expand with the greatness of his sub- 
ject. We had nearly onethousand Communicants. The offertory was 
above £430. It was a noble sight to see the old Abbey so filled. We 
had another sermon at 8 o’clock at night, in St. James’, Piccadilly, 
when we had a very good congregation, who joined in the singing and 
responses in, I think, the most hearty way I ever witnessed. Bishop 
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De Lancey preached. Yesterday afternoon, (Wednesday) we had a 
beautiful musical service, and a fine gathering at St. Paul’s. Bishop 
M’Coskry gave us an admirable sermon, uncompromising in doctrine, 
and very striking from its straight-forward simplicity. It seems to have 
given very great satisfaction. We had a magnificent Hallelujah 
chorus. 

We afterwards dined at the Mansion House, with a larger party than 
we had last year. The Archbishop and Bishop of London both spoke 
well. Your Bishops performed their part admirably. Bishop De 
Lancey came out to an extent which I had not expected from his Tues- 
day’s night’s sermon’ His speech exhibited a power and depth of 
thought for which I had not been prepared. The Archdeacon of : 
who is not, as you probably know, an enthusiastical personage, said 
every word of the speeches of the two American Bishops ought to have 
been printed and circulated in America and this country. To-day they 
are all gone to Winchester—service in the Cathedral—S. P. G. Meet- 
ing—dinner at the College They are to return from Winehester to- 
morrow, and to stay at Lambeth Palace until Monday. Then they go 
to Cuddesden Palace, (the residence of the Bishop of Oxford,) to be 

resent at the Oxford Commemoration on Tuesday and Wednesday. 
On the Monday following, the 28th, they are to go to Canterbury, where 
they will be the guests of the Dean. On St. Peter’s day, Bishop De 
Lancey will preach at the Commemoration at St. Augustine’s. And 
on the 30th, Bishop McCoskry preaches in the Cathedral, and we have 
an S: P.G.Sermon. You will see, therefore, that we are doing all in 
our power to make their visit agreeable to our American brethren. 

P.S. To-day (Friday, June 18) we are to have a grand gathering at 
79 Pall Mall, to address your Blshops. Our Jubilee Fund will have 
exceeded £50,000. 





Legacy to St. Luke’s Hospital, New- York.—Ere St. Luke’s Hospital 
has gone into operation, it has been the object of te.tamentary bounty. 
The late Dr. Wiley, of the U.S. Navy, resident in Brooklyn, has be- 
queathed to it the sum of ten thousand dollars. ‘This is very encoura- 
ging. Itisone of many gratifying proofs of the strong hold which this 
charity has on the benevolent mind. We are not aware that the testa- 
tor had been solicited in behalf of the hospital. For ought we know 
he learned of it only through its public documents, but it is evident 
that he had great confidence in its success. Probably he was the more 
alive to its importance, from what he had seen of similar institutions 
abroad. The warmest approbation we have heard of the undertaking, 
has, in several instances, come from those who have visited the Euro- 
pean hospitals administered under the auspices of religion. As soon 
as our people come to learn, by actual observation, what a Church hos- 
pital is, they will not be backward in giving it their support. It will 
be a favorite charity, especially in last wills and testaments. 

Including the above named bequest, St. Luke’s has now secured be- 
tween $60,000 and $70,000, in addition to the ground for the buildings. 
During the summer little has been done in collecting subscriptions, but 
the fall, we confidently believe, will not pass leaving the required 
3100,000 yet to be made up.— Evangelical Catholic.
